BENTON, Ill., May 6.—Night Marshal 
William Odum died here today from a 


wound received in a revolver battle 


with Pot Smith, known as the bad man 
cf Boncyard Woods. Smith also is dead. 
Fle shot Odum through the head after 
he had been shot through the lung by 
Day Marshal Mint Lackler. 

Benton and the surrounding territory 
are dry, but the authorities have never 
been able to check the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor in the section known as 
Boneyard Woods, just outside of the 
town limits. The men engaged in this 


traffic are knoWn as bootleggers, and 
ar said to have looked upon Smith as 
eder. 
Men Become Botsterous. 

Smith and five men from the Bone- 
yard Woods district entered Benton last 
night and announced ong they had 
some to “get the town.” They went 


‘through the streets flourishing revolvers 


and. firing into the air. 

Odum and Lackler pleaded with the 
men to return home and they agreed 
to do so. Half an hour later they came 
back more boisterous than before. 

Smith and Odum grappled and Smith 
took Odum’s revolver from him. He 
pointed it at Lackler. Before Smith 
could pull the trigger Lackler fired. 

Smith fell to the sidewalk, dropping 
the revolver. Though mortally wound- 
ed, he regained the weapon and shot 
Odum, who was going into the Hudson 
Hotel bo eg another revolver. 


Had Been Warned. 
Smith” died 15 minutes later. Odum 


was carried into the hotel, and ‘died 
there at 2 a. m. 

Odum and Smith quarreled a week 
ago, when Smith and his followers in- 
waded Benton. At that time Odum 
‘warned a he would re-enter 
the town at peril.

Steel Man Meant to Telephone 
to New York, but Valet 
Couldn’t Get Him Up. 


Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Co., and former head of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
meant to telephone to New York, where 
the Federal suit to dissolve the Steel 
Trust is on, when he got to St. Louis 
Monday morning. But when his valet 
called him, he rolled over on the other 
side and said: “I don’t want to get up 
now. I’m too tired. Don’t call me 
again. I'll ring for you when I wake 
up.” | 

The valet says that Schwab was 
worn out by a stay of a day and a 
night longer in Kansas City than he 
had looked forward to. His private car 
was to have been coupled to a train Sat- 
urday night, but owing to some misun- 
derstanding, he did not get out of Kan- 
sas City until Sunday night, and, in the 
words of the valet, he “just raised Ned.” 

Schwab arrived here at 8:13 a. m. and 
remained abed until his car was taken 
out by a Pennsylvania train for Phila- 
delphia at 8:44 a. m.

Twenty-Five More Hurt at Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss., on Way to 
Macon, Ga., Reunion. 





CARS SLIDE DOWN A BANK 


Veterans in the List of Killed— 
Hospitals in Town Filled With 
Injured. 





HATTIESBURG, Miss., May 6.—Six or 
more passengers and four trainmen 
were killed and at least twenty-five pas- 
sengers were hurt when the first sec- 
tion of the Texas Confederate reunion 
special train en route to Macon, Ga., was 
wrecked at Gunn’s Mill on the New Or- 
leans & Northeastern Railroad, six miles 
north of Hattiesburg, today. 

Five bodies were brought to Hatties- 
burg and five or six other bodies were 
reported under the wreckage. 

The engine, baggage car, -.the day 
coach and three tourist sleepers left the 
track and rolled down an embankment, 

The six remaining coaches were hur- 
riedly transformed into a morgue and 
hospital, and as soon as an engine 
reached the scene the dead and injured 
were brought here. 

The injured, some of whom are " be- 
lieved to be fatally hurt, filled the two 
hospitals of Hattiesburg. 

The dead passengers are supposed to 
be Confederate veterans. 

Engineer W. A. Woods and his negro 
fireman were killed. Two other em- 
ployes of the railroad who were riding 
on the engine were killed. The train 
was running 30 miles an hour when the 
engine left the track, carrying with it 
the coaches.

CHICAGO, May 6—In front of the 
new Hearst building at Madison and 
Market streets a solitary newsboy 
stands today under a heavy police 
guard selling abbreviated editions of 
the Chicago morning papers—the Trib- 
une, Examiner, Record-Herald and In- 
ter-Ocean. In all Chicago he is the only 
newsboy, according to pressmen’s Union 
No. 7, who cares or dares to deal in 
newspapers. 

In the loop district, two blocks east 
from the Hearst building—and it wag’ 
in the Hearst building that all the 
trouble started—there is only one news- 
paper on sale. Where formerly hust:ing 
newsboys piled out at daybreak with 
the ‘‘noon edition’’ of Hearst’s Ameri- 
can and shouted the latest sensation 
with all their lung power, there are a 
few isolated news stands dealing silent- 
ly in the Daily Socialist. 

For the moment at least Chicago is 
u city without a newspaper. It is a, 
situation without a paraliel in the city's 
history. It offers some consolation to 
both sides as the publishers have suc- 
ceeded in printing their papers, but the 
strikers have succeeded in tying up the | 
circulation. And from present indica- 
tions this situation is to continue in~ 
definitely. 

The Daily Socialist, owing to financial 
difficulties, suspended publication a cou- 
ple of weeks ago. Then came the ‘walk- 
out of the pressmen in the Hearst plant. 
The Publishers’ Association announced 
that the strike was a violation of con- 
tract. Members of another pressinen’s 
union were employed and all the after- 
noon newspapers ran off an addition. 
When they were ready for the streets, 
it was discovered that the wagon drivers 
had quilt. 

Socialist Reappears. 

While the publishers were searching 
the city for vehicles the Daily Socialist 
suddenly reappeared. The public was 
amazed for a moment, and then began to 


treat to a hotter climate. 

Orthwein told the Court tht he did 
not invite Kelly to “go to,” but replied;, 
when told to run closer to the curb, 
‘“*“How in h—1, can I?” He said Kelly 
was standing in the shade, instead of 
the middle of the street, and had to get 
out of his way. 

Judge Kimmel ruled that Orthwein 
had not violated the trarnc ordinance 
and that his language was not suffi- 
ciently “loud and profane” to constitute | 
a public disturbance.

tainable. 

The Socialist not only claimed to be 
“union” through and through, but an- 
nounced it so emphatically as to inter- 
est the Chief of Police. The men who 
were selling the Socialist were told to 
stop making so much noise aboutit. So 
now Chicago sees another miracle that 
has been wrought by this strike—silent 
newshoys. 

The strike is a peculfar one in many 
ways. Usually a labor controversy in 
Chicago fills the hospitals and makes 





the streets hazardous even for non- 
combatants. In the present situation 
there have been a few cases of old- 
fashioned, typical Chicago slugging, but 
as a genera! thing it has been a passive 
battle, each side standing still and won- 
dering what the other side will do about 
it. 
The afternoon papers were printed to- 
day. The printers have declined to take 
any part in the controversy. New press- 
men and stereotypers have been re- 
cruited, and except for circulation facillt- 
ties, the newspapers are ready for busi- 
ness. Under present conditions, how- 
ever, the best they can do its to circu- 
late through the mails and on the “L” 
trains to carriers in the outlying dis- 
tricts. In the loop they are doing noth- 
ing, except at the Hearst building, 
where the solitary newsboy and his 
bodyguard of bluecoats hold out. 
The public, naturally, is complaining. 
It wants its newspapers. To call tha 
Daily Socialist a newspaper is a flight 
of imagination. It confines {itself prin- 
cipally to exhortations to the typograph- [ 
ical union *e 4oin the walkout, which 
the Typographical Union steadfastly re- 
fuses to do. 

Offices Guarded by Police . 
All the newspaper offices are guarded 
by policemen, and the crowds in the 
streets are kept moving. _ Chief Mc- 
Weeney also has placed the mounted 
men at the disposal of the publishers, 
and declares there will be no violence in 
the loop district, for, if necessary, he 
will call in every policeman in the city 
and suburbs. Publishers and strikers 
both declare that one or the other must 
be thoroughly whipped. 
So the present situation may continue 
for weeks, even months. 
The morning delivery of Sunday pa- 
pers was made in many places itn Chi- 
cago and Cook County, but much delay 
was caused in the mailing service of. 
most of the publications, 
The papers were all produced by one 
set of stereotypers and pregarnen. The 
workers, escorted by & eg squad of 
police, went in turn to “Ne four morn- 
ing papers, the Tribvine, Inter Ocean, 
Examiner and Recotd-Herald, and did 
the work usually @one by the men now 
on strike.

Slayer of Her Husband on Way to due With Her Six-Months-Old Daughter and Her Mother

Woman Who Killed Husband Shows Little Con- 
cern When State Announces Her Life Won’t 
Be in Jeopardy— Appearance Changed. 





Mrs. Alma Palmer James, with her 6- 
months-old baby, Sylvia, in her ye 
sat unmoved in Judge Taylor’s Court 
Monday, when the State announced she 
would be tried on a second degree mur- 
der charge for killing her husband, Leo 


James, instead of on the first degree 
charge under which she was indicted, 

This meant that even though she 
should be found guilty, her life would 
not be in jeopardy, The minimum pen- 
alty for second degree murder is 10 
years’ Imprisonment, and the maximum 
is imprisonment for life. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Ferriss ex- 
Plained to reporters that the first . de- 
gree murder charge was dropped be- 
cause the prosecution did not want the 
plea of capital punishment placed before 
the jury. He said it would cause too 
great a play on sympathy. 

A great change has been wrought in 
Mrs. James’ appearance since the night 
of April 26, 1911, when she shot her hus- 
band three times and killed him ag he 
lay asleep in their flat at 457A Lexing- 
ton avenue. 

Appearance Greatly Changed. 

She was then frail and thin and ner- 
Vously overwrought. Court officers who 
had seen her when she was arraigned 
several months ago scarcely revognised 
the plump, rosy-cheekead woman who 
walked into the courtroom with a chubby 
baby In her arms and took her place In 
the front row of spectators’ seats at the 
hour set for the trial. 

Mrs. James wore a dark blue ta 
suit, a black silk shirtwaiet and a black 
hat, trimmed with black and white rib- 
bon. With her were her mother, Mra. 
Laura Palmer of Dow, IDL, and her 
rrother, Dr. James M. Palmer of 3363A 
South Jefferson avenue. 

While waiting for her case to be cailed 
Mrs. James nursed the baby and put it 
to sleep.

Many Women in Courtroom.

A ma- 
jority of the onlookers were women, 
some of whom had arrived nearly an 
hour before the time set for the trial.

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All factories and schools in Edwards- 
ville, Ill, 5000 population, were closed 
Monday as the result of a water famine 
which began Saturday evening when the 
Edwardsville Water Co.’s main broke at 
Poag pumping station, six miles west of 
the town. 

Private wells prevented general suf- 
fering, but the town and its suburbs 


were without fire protection and all 
industrial plants using large supplies 
of water were helpless. With the sub- 
urbs, which also draw from the Ed- 
wardsville company’s mains, the pop- 
ulation affected was about 8000. 

The main broke at a point where 
the ground already was flooded to 
a depth of four feet by the recent 
rains. A cofferdam was sunk 
around the break and the people of 
Edwardsville were notified that the 
water would be turned on again in 
six hours, but a weak spot in a wall 
of the cofferdam frightened most of 
the workmen away and the repair 
work was not well under way pntil 
Sunday. 

Saloons Do Thriving Business.

to a Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
the Hotel Melba in Hot Springs.

Louis that she is undergoing treat- 
ment for nervous prostr’tion ap- 
peared to be only partly a .act. She 
said she was in a highly nervous 
condition. But she was not confined 
to her bed and was dressed modistly 
n a blue serge walking suit. She 
said she and her husband had come 
to an understanding, but said she 
no longer loved her husband. “I’ve 
had enough of men,” 
mark, 

“My husband has promised to become 
an aviator tn order‘to earn ‘money quick- 
ly to repay me for what he took,’’ she 
said. “That agreement was made in St. 
Louis. If he isn’t killed on his first 
flight, which I -hope he won't be, J 
think he will repay me. He will study 
under the Wright Brothers. He is a 
nervy little cuss and I believe he will 
make good.’’ 

Mrs. Stevenson said that, in consider- 
ation of her husband’s promise to be- 
come an airman, she had consented to 
drop the case against him in the Circuit 
Court at Hot Springs, which was to be 
called on May 6. 

“I will not prosecute him,” she said. 
“His agreement to study aviation is a 
part of our compromise, or whatever 
you care to call it. I am far from being 
either a well or a happy woman. I am 
sick with the nervous shock following 
my matrimonial venture and have come 
here for a course of baths, which I will 
begin tomorrow. 

“My husband is in St. Louis, and will 
not visit me here. When I went to St. 
Louis, after having him 
found that my course was approved, 
not only by my friends, but by his. We 
have come to a business understanding, 
but I have not got back any of the 
money he took from me.”

EALTH CvumMISSIONER 

HH STARKLOFYF asks St. Louis 
' householders to aid in the 
fight on mosquitoes. The appropria- 
tion promised will enable the 
Health Department to start the 
work, but the people must help, he 
says. 

Dr. Starkloff points out that 
standing water is the greatest 
menace to public health because it 
affords a place for mosquitoes to 
develop. 

“If it is necessary to leave water 
standing in buckets, tubs or bar- 
rels, the water should be so treated 
that- mosquitoes cannot live in it,” 
he says. “The simplest way is to 
get a nickel’s worth of coal oil 
from the grocery and pour it 
uround the edges of standing water. 

It will do the work every time.” 











Money with which to begin a prelimi- 
nary skirmish in the campaign to elimi- 
mosquitoes will be included in the 


annual city appropriation bill, accord- 
ing to announcement by Comptroller 
Taussig Monday. 

The amount to be set aside for this 
purpose will be $5000, to be expended 
under the direction of Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff. This was the amount 
asked for by the Health Department, 
but for a time it was feared the Comp- 
troller would not approve it. 

The granting of the appropriation fol- 
lowed the suggestion by the Post-Dis- 
pateh of a mosquito campaign, which 
showed what had been done to rid tne 
Panama Canal zone of the mosquito 
pest, which had, been the cause of yel- 
low fever and malaria there. 

It was urged that what had been done 
in Panama could be done in St. Louis, 
and Dr. Starkloff backed up this state- 
ment by saying that sickness and the 
mortality rate in St. Louis could be re- 
duced greatly if the deadly mosquito 
could be eliminated. 

Dr. Starkloff was jubilant when he 
learned that the appropriation to start 
the work would be allowed. — 
$100,000 Needed for Thorough War. 

“It will enable us to make a start,” 
he said. “In order to thoroughly eradi- 
cate the mosquito pest, though, about 
$100,000 would have to be spent. It 
would cost more than $5000 to disinfect 
the River Des Peres. Still we can do 
much with that amount in other sec- 
tions of the city. 

“The City Chemist and Health Depart- 
ment experts are now experimenting 
with preparations to kill off the mo- 
squitoes and destroy their eggs. All 
these preparations have petroleum as 
their basis and all of them are virtua)- 
ly the same as the one now being so 
successfully used in Panama. 

“The disinfectant will be used in 
ponds, drains and sewers and wherever 


there is standing water. 
Water Should Not Stand. 


“Housekeepers should bear in mind 
that wherever water is permitted tu 
stand the mosquitoes will develop very 
rapidly. All water left out in buckets, 
barrels Or cans is a menace to the 
health of the community. If it is nec- 
essary to keep water standing about the 
premises it should be treated with pe- 
troleum. A nickel’s worth of the coal 
oll sold at all groceries will go a lon:y 
way in checking the spread of the mos- 
quito pest. Coal oil is the great spe- 
cific.”’ 

There is said to be a strong probability 
that the $125,000 asked by the Municipal 
Assembly, at the suggestion of the Post- 
Dispatch, to put in effect municipal 
hauling of ashes, also will be approved, 
it was said at the city hall Monday. An 
ordinance requiring the city to haul 
ashes was passed more than two years 
ago, but has been ineffective because of 
lack of appropriation for the work. 

It is also regarded as certain that an 
additional $150,000 will be added to the 
budget for city institutions.

NEW YORK, May 6.—Since the Rev. 
Clarence Richeson confessed to tine 
murder of Miss Avis Linnell in Boston 
several months ago, the whereabouts of 
Miss Violet Edmands, the Brookline 
heiress, who was to have married him, 
has been a mystery to all except the 
Kdmands family and close friends. 

Boston dispatches say positively that 
Miss Edmands, after recovering from 
the shock of the arrest and confession 
of her fiance, decided to withdraw from 
society and that, hidden in the slums 
of this city, looking to religion for con- 
solation, she has been living the life of 
self-abnegation of a settlement worker. 

To avoid discovery, it is said, the 
young woman assumed the name of 
Edwards, and is known as Violet Ed- 
wards to tenement families on the lower 
East Side of New York City. 

These reports from Boston, positive 
in their character, say her family sug- 


gested that she take a European trip, to, 


extend beyond the time—May 19-set 
for Richeson to go to death in the elec- 
tric chair. 

But Miss Edmands turned more firmly 
toward religion and, out of prayers for 
guidance came her determination to do 
settlement work. 

These Boston dispatches assert that 
for months Miss Edmands has been a 
worker on the staff of the Protestant 
Episcopal City Mission Society, with 
her headquarters at St.. Barnabas House. 
and God's Providence House. in Mulber- 
ry street. 

An old friend of Miss Edmands, it is 
said, sent her to Mrs. Francis S. Hop-

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STEEL TESTIMONY 
BEGUN: WITNESS 
TELLS OF POOLS 


Martager Testifies Wire Agree- 
ments Dated Back as Far 
as 1892. 


T.C. & Il. WAS BIG FACTOR 


Declared to Have Been Import- 
ant Because of Cheapness of 
Its Manufacturing. 


NEW YORK, May 6—The taking of 
testimony in the Federal suit to dissolve 
the United States Steel Corporation was 
begun here today, and probably will con- 
tinue two months. Hearings also will 
be held in other cities, and it probably 
will be a year before the United States 
Circuit Court at Trenton, where the suit 
was filed, will take up the evidence for 
judicial conzideration. 

The hearing today before Henry T. 
Brown, the examiner appointed by the 


Circuit Court, was the first in the suit 
the Government brought under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The Government 
asks that the. various combinations be 
decreed to be unlawful and that all acts 
done in creating them is violation of 
the Sherman law. 

Not only is the Steel Corporation made 
defendant, -but many of its subsidiaries 
and prominent individuals are named 
as defendants. J. Pierpont Morgan, 
John D. Rockefeller, Andrew Carnegie, 
George W. Perkins and Daniel G. Reid 
are among the prominent defendants 
named. 


Dickinson Conducts the Case. 

The Government’s case was conducted 
by Jacob M. Dickinson, former Secre- 
tary of War, as special counsel, and 
the Steel Corporation lawyers were 
headed by Richard V. Lindabury, who 
appeared for the corporation in the 
hearings before the Stanley Steel Inves- 
tigating Committee. 

The first witness was Wallace Buell 
of Port Chester, N. Y., former assis- 
tant general manager of American 
Steel and Wire Co., before the company 
was taken into the so-called ‘‘trust’’ 
and subsequently associated with a 
number of independent wire and tube 
concerns. He was questioned about an 
application of the American Steel and 
Wire Co. to list stock on the Stock 
Exchange in 1899, the date of its organ- 
ization, which contained a list of con- 
cerns controlled by the wire icles. 
and was asked whether the concerns 
named were in competition with the 
wire concern of Washburn & Moen 
of Worcester, Mass., and Waukegan, 
Ill., of which the witness was the man- 
ager. Buell declared all the American 
Steel and Wire concerns not only had 
competed with his company, but also 
appeared to have competed among 
themselves. 

At that time, said Buell, there 
were agreements among the compet- 
ing wire concerns to maintain prices. 
This practice dated back as far as 
1892, he gaid. The agreement cov- 
ered all kinds of wire products and 
were arranged in New York in the 
effices of Edwin Jackson, who was 
recently fined $50,000 by the govern- 
ment in the so called “wire pool” 
case. 


Were Broken and Renewed. 
They were kept intact until compe- 
tition was too strong for some of the 
parties thereto, and then they broke, 
te be renewed when conditions be- 
came demoralized, 

“Was the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Co., which was taken over 
by the corporation in 1907, regarded 
by steel men as a potential factor in 
the steel trade on account of the 
properties?” was asked. 

“It was,” replied Buell. “We be- 
lieved the Tennessee company divided 
honors with the Dominion Iron and 
Steel Co. of Canada as the company 
which could produce steel the cheap- 
est of any steel concern in the 
country.” 

The trouble with the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Co. was, he added, that 
it was inefficiently managed and the

Survey of Isthmian Waters Is 
Completed and Another Will 


Be Made in Few Years. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—One novel 
effect of the completion of the 
Panama Canal will be the intermix- 
ing of the fish fauna of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Coasts of the isthmus, 
according to fisheries experts of the 
Smithsonian Institution, who have 
just completed a survey of isthmian 
waters. 

S. F. Hildebrand of the Rureau of 
Fish Hatcheries and Dr. S. B. Meek of 
the Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory of Chicago, haye just returned 
from the canal zone, after completing 
a collection of fishes for the Smith- 
sonia. All the fishes of the canal 
zone, including the fresh water var- 
ieties in the inland streams and lakes, 
are represented in the collection. A 
second survey will be made in from 
five to ten years to verify the prog- 
nostication of a complete intermix- 
ing of species on the two coasts after 
the canal is opened.

“This rule, 28 in our discipline,” he 
said, “has been under discussion several 
years. The intention has been to re- 
vise it so as to advise rather than te 
command. There should be a distinc- 
tion drawn between gambling and the 
less harmful amusements. 

“My understanding is that the matter 
is to be left to the good judgment and 
conscience of the individual member.” 

“There has always been a question,” 
said the Rev. Grant A. Robbins, pastor 
of the Union M. E., Church, “‘about the 
justice of this sweeping rule against 
amusements. Many of our best mem- 
bers have held that the application of 
this rule should be left to the indi- 
vidual. They have pointed out that it 
the list of ‘thou shalt nots’ were made 
complete it would be almost endless.” 

Amusements Specified. 

The Rev. Harry C. Leonard, pastor of 
the Chouteau Place M. E. Church, said: 
“Whatever the general conference may 
do will not alter the attitude of the 
church toward the amusement question. 
It will still hold the same high standard 
put may state it differently. In the 
general advices of the church's disci- 
pline, the subject is covered thoroughly. 
These warn against all amusements 
that are detrimental to the spiritual 
welfare, without specifying. The sub- 
ject is also covered in the general rules 
of Wesley, in whfch is forbidden any 
amusement that cannot be taken in the 
name of the Lord Jesus. 

“The conference thinks of changing a

M» 
opinion is that the paragraph should be 
left as it is for the reason that chang- 
ing it will be misunderstood. The public 
will say that the church has lowered 
its standards on the amusement ques- 
tion and it will be difficult for the pu)l- 
pit to explain that it has not. It oughe 
to be left as it is.’’ 

The Rev. M. H: Lichliter, pastor 
of the Maple Avenue M. E. Church 
considers that there is nothing to 
discuss yet, because nothing has been 
done. “The Bishops have simply rec- 
ommended that the change be made,” 
he said. ‘That is done every four 
years. The only difference is that 


the Bishops are unanimous this year. } 


It is hard to tell what the conference, 
will do. My opinion is that the en- 
tire paragraph should be eliminated, 
Those things are up to the individual. 
The church has no right, in such 
matters, to be the conscience for the 
individual. Another objection to the 
paragraph is that it is not enforced,, 
but I place my opposition to {ft on 
the broad ground that the churth, 
on the amusement question, may ad- 
vise members, but not enforce any 
rule.”

SHIPMENTS DIRECT, 
UNE TO ANOTHER 


Terminal to Be Omitted Except 
for Transfer in New Plan to 
Be Devised. 


i @ 
PROCESS IS _ SIMPLIFIED 


Attorney Priest Returns From 
East and Confers With Officials 
on Reorganization. 


The auditors of lb proprietary railroads 
of the Terminal Railroad Association 
have called a meeting ‘luesday at Hofel 
Jefferson to devise a plan for rebilling 
St. Louis shipments direct from one 
railroad to another. This step is to be 
taken by the railroads as a part of the 
reorganization of their business methods 
in conformance with the decree of the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
Terminal case. 

Under the prevailing system a ship- 
ment of goods coming in on the Illinois 
Contral to be delivered to the Missouri 
Pacific would be billed to the Terminal 
Railroad Association, which would in 
turn bill {t to the Missouri .acific. Un- 
der the new system the shipment will 
be billed by the Illinois Central direct to 
the Missouri! Pacific. This system will 
be used by all the railroads, cutting out 
the Terminal entirely, so far as billing 
ls concerned. The Terminal will trans- 
fer the shipments from one railroad 
terminal to tHe other, but the billing 
process will be simplified. 

On his return from New York Mon- 
day former Judge Henry S. Priest had 
a conference with Terminal officials rel- 
ative to carrying out the decre of the 
Supreme Court. Priest said there had 
been no developments in the case since 
he went East. 

Priest is holding frequent conferences 
with the railroad officials to determine 
on a plan for complying with the deci- 
sion ordering the bridge arbitrary abol- 
ished and the Terminal reorganized. He 
said he had not yet arranged for a con- 
ference with former Attorney-General 
Crow, who represented the Government 
in the trial of the case, and has been 
retained to represent the Department of 
Justice in formulating the plans to be 
announced by the United States District 
Court at 8t. Louis.

How many persons perished cannot be 
determined. Refugées brought to the 
concentration camps are hurried hither 
and thither, sometimes familits are sep- 
arated and persons have been reported 
“missine’’ who siniply have been sent 
from one camp to another. 

Nevertheless, large numbers of the 
refugees assert they have seen entire 
families swept from housetops. Leaders 
of the rescue corps admit that several 
times they’ have sent motor boats to 
points where families had taken refuge 
on the roof of a house, and that when 
the boat arrived, its crew found only 
the building, buffetted about by cur- 
rents, and half its roof surface sub- 
merged. ° 

Appeals for Aid Made. 

Appeals for help reached here last 
right from Lettsworth, directly in the 
path of the Torras torrent. Half a 
hundred persons were reported to be in 
imminent danger of drowning. The 
* house in which they had taken shelter 
had been dislodged from its foundation, 
and was being tossed about in the cur- 
rent. 

There are at least 1000 persons who 
remain to be rescued from the inun- 
dated country west of Lettsworth 
and Batcheler. Some of them are 
drifting about on hastily constructed 


rafts. 

Th first levee breach reported to- 
day occurred an the Atchafalaya 
River near Plba, This adds to the 
menace about Melville. 

The crevasse water is spreading at 
a rapid rate, inundating sections of 
Pointe Coupee Parish, which have never 
before been reached by overflows, Town 
after town is being swept by the muddy 
waters, Hundreds of persons who re- 
mained in this district are in immi- 
nent danger. 

The last of the special trains which 
have been bringing refugees out of the 
country around Batcheler arrived here 
last night. When the two rellef trains 
were about ready to leave Batcheler

’ of that place. When the first train ar- 
rived at the point of trouble, water was 
flowing over the,tracks for a distance 
of five miles.

SAYS HE CONDONES FRAUD 





‘“‘Has Stood for Crooked Misrep- 
resentation of the Will of 
the People.”

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., May 6.—After 
reading reports of speeches made by 
President Taft in Maryland, Theodore 
Roosevelt today wrote an answer that 
goes further than any other of the cam- 
paign documents to date. In this state- 
ment he directly charges the President 
with being guilty of connivance at elec- 
tion frauds. 
He practically gives the lie direct to 
the President in regard to the question 
of the anti-trust law. 
He says that Wall street has evident- 
ly made up its mind that Taft prosecu- 
tions are fake prosecutions, and points 
to the increase in stock values of Stan- 
dard Oil, American Tobacco and the 
Harvester Trust as evidence of Wall 
street's opinion. 
He says that the President’s state- 
ments in regard to the Harvester Trust 
prosecution made-it impossible to recon- 
cile Taft’s present position with any 
Standard of honorable conduct. 

Bolt Ig Again Suggested. 
The portions of the statement-dealing 
with election frauds is taken by many 
friends of Mr. Roosevelt here as a plain 
indication that he is det-rmineu to be a 
candidate for the presidency in case he 
has a majority of the Republican dele- 
gates in the North, even if he has to 
head a third ticket. He will not even 
discuss such rumors, but he openly 
laughs at the lists of “instructed dele- 
gates’’ as made public by the Taft bu- 
reau every few days. 
Col. Roosevelt’s statement in part fol- 
lows: 
“With Mr. Taft’s personal opinion 
about me I have no concern beyond 
pointing out the sufficiently obvious fact 
that he never discovered that I was 
dangerous to the people until I had been 
obliged to come to the conclusion that 
he was useless to the country. But the 
specific statements as to trusts, the 
crookedness in selecting. delegates and 
the Lorimer incident I shall once again 
answer, although I have already an- 
swered them specifically in Massa- 
chusetts, and although Mr. Taft’s repe- 
tition of them now is not compatible 
with sincerity of purpose or conviction 
on his part.

Mr. Bonaparte was the only member 
who was inclined to believe that the 
suit should be continued without re- 
gard to Mr. Smith’s investigat.on. 
Mr. Taft emphatically took the op- 
posite ground, and it is utterly im- 
possible that he should now have 
forgotten that he did thus, as a mem- 
ber of my cabinet, take the opposite 
ground, 

“Of course, aS a member of my 
cabinet who, at that time, I was sup- 
porting for the presidency, he knew 
and could got avoid knowing every- 
thing of importance that went on. 
It is impossible to reconcile his pres- 
ent position with any standard of 
honorable conduct, whether we ac- 
cept the view that he then approved 
what he believed to be wrong or 
whether we accept the only alterna- 
tive, which is that he now denies 
what he can not possibly help re- 
mem bering. 

‘‘Moreover, he has been president for 
three years, every document was in his 
possession throughout these three years, 
and if he is right now, his three years’ 
delay is inexcusable.
